He 
and his father invite them to a party along with 45 rabbit relatives and there you are.

A tiny book by the author-artist team (with Irene Haas) who did A little House 
of Your Own sets up another engaging set of ideas that leaves one pleasantly indoctrin- 
ated. The little old man of the book first has a knife which he trades for a wife who 
bakes him a cake which he trades for a rake and so on up until he has both his knife and 
his wife back again- never to trade more. (This is until he goes off with his wife and 
returns without her!) The small yellow-orange pictures remind one of Maurice Sendak's 
and the staccato, blank verse text is like Ruth Krauss's, but this comparison serves to 
benefit the book rather than to class it as an imitation. Weak stitching. (Publ.) 


Udry, Janice May Harper 
Paper over board-cloth spine; $2.50 
A TREE IS NICE Library edition; $3.25 


A nursery school approach to a general concept. "A tree is nice"- Why? Be- 
cause..." We can climb the tree...play pirate ship...pick the apples...build playhouses 
out of the leaves. A tree is nice to hang a swing in...Birds build nests in trees... 
Sticks come off trees...People have picnics there too"...etc. etc. One follows the 
give and take of a shared succession of reactions to what a tree- or trees- can mean. 
There is a kind of poetic simplicity that is innate in small children. Marc Simont has 
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made the pictures, half in full color, and they too have a childlike directness (with 
an underlying sophistication that adults will recognize). Not a book for everyone- 

but those who like it will like it immensely. The format (63 x 113) makes it a diffi- 
cult book for shelving, so put it in the "clean hands" section of flat books. Here's 
your first book for Arbor Day use- a good spring and summer item. (Publ. LC:56-5153)

lodgings which only prove inadequate for him, have a charming logic. Garth Williams' 
colored spreads for the book have subtle, exact details which keep revealing themselves 
each time the pictures are looked at.

A tiresome collection of animal stories about the young of such animals as the 
koala, the penguin and the liger, these are placed in a variety of locations and circum- 
stances. For example, Rusty is visiting his grandmother in Australia and has the oppor- 
tunity to make friends with a baby koala whose habits are described by his grandmother. 

The penguin story is told from the penguin point of view while the baby liger is portrayed 
in the days following its birth in a zoo and so forth. Each of the stories goes to lengths 
to attribute false sentiments to the animals through their thoughts and words, in the at- 
tempt to make scientific data more palatable.

Danny and 
Mary's cat Tabby has kittens. As they grow the children are delighted, learn about cat 
habits from their mother, give some of the kittens to friends and keep a favorite. But 
the cut and paste illustration job makes a messy looking page.

LINDA'S FIRST FLIGHT | $2.00 


Linda Goes to the Hospital (1953) was perhaps the best of these illustrative 
little stories about "first times"; this one is a little too gushy and sweet for our 
tastes. On a-short flight to N.Y. Linda meets Chris, just 8, who gives her a manly dose 
of information about propellers, seat belts etc., while Linda admires. To add a story 
line, Chris has smuggled a kitten aboard which he gives to Linda after she and the 
stewardess have thought up a birthday party for Chris. Sparse, awkward drawings by 
Sofia.

FRIENDS WITH GOD $2.00 





A family book which children from four to eight will feel is especially for 
them. There are graces for everyday use; retelling of stories based on Bible tales; 
might-be-true stories with lessons every child will find apply to him - told without 
too obvious moralizing; poems that have a spiritual message in childlike terms. In 
length these are ideal for reading just at bedtime, with the seme sort of appeal that 
God Loves You held for countless households, where Peter and Catherine Marshall are 
familiar friends.

PACK RAT SCHOOL Cloth; $2.00 


A contrived and cumbersome animal story follows the lessons Tug and Lug, two 
baby pack rats, take from their mother in a country school house. At an age when they 
must begin learning how to explore, Tug and Lug are taken from the nest by their mother 
on nightly visits to the school where they have fun poking around in all the things the 
children have made. When the teacher blocks the entrances the rats have been using, 
their disappointment is assuaged by their mother's announcement that it is time for 
high school- the wide world. Block cuts by the author. Good stitching. (Publ.LC:56-6472) 


WASY READING 


True Hooks Childrens Press 
Publ. Cloth-reinforced spine- ea. $2.00 


Broekel, Ray- THE TRUE BOOK OF TROPICAL FISHES- This starts out by giving 
simple straightforward data about where fresh water tropical fish are found and basic 
characteristics of a few common kinds- the guppie, angelfish, catfish etc. But in the 
following instructions on how to keep a home aquarium, adult help and a more thorough 
text will be needed, for there is a curious combination of simple and complicated in- 
struction. For example aquarium keepers are advised to use an air pump which looks 
pretty expensive from the drawing, yet are not told when and how to change the water 
and so forth, if the air pump is out of range. Drawings and colored pictures, more 
explicit than the text, are by Rocco Dante Navigato. 


Lewellen, John- THE TRUE BOOK OF AIRPORTS AND AIRPLANES- A general survey by 
Mr. Lewellen whose other books on flying have made him a familiar writer on the subject. 
Casual mention of all principal aspects of flying- big and little airports and their 
functions, big and little planes, the new jet liners, military craft, helicopters etc., 
is told in a way that should interest and familiarize youngsters with many of the 
aspects of airborne life. Tan pictures by Richard Gates. 


Lewellen, John- THE TRUE BOOK OF KNIGHTS- A comic view of the age of chivalry 
is taken here, especially in the pictures by Frances Eckart which make all the knights, 
horses and trappings look like something fron Oakey Doaks. Aside from this, descriptions 
of boyhood training, castle and feudal life, knighthood duties etc., are accurate enough. 
An unfortunate introduction to a subject that holds its own fascination. 


Podendorf, Illa- THE TRUE BOOK OF ANIMALS OF THE SEA AND SHORE- Some forty to 
fifty creatures of the sea and shore, from whales to sea horses, are briefly noted in the 
text and pictured in color by Chauncey Maltman. Though the survey is good in its indi- 
cation of the infinite variety of sea life, the attempt to simplify has produced some 
half truths. For example, children who go looking for big-clawed fiddler crabs will be 
puzzled that some (the females) do not have claws. But in the main the investigation 
is a pleasant one. 


RIGHT TO FLEVEN- FICTION 


Corbett, Scott Crowell 
SUSIE SNEAKERS $2.75 


A salty and sea breezy story of getting used to Cape Cod (after a life in the 
mid west) takes twelve year old Susie to East Barnham for a summer's visit with her 
relatives,- Blake, Julia, Uncle Gurney and Aunt Sally. Susie has some common worries 
to overcome. She is wary of sea life and going barefoot and from the start has a "hate" 
on Billy, Blake's obstreperous but well meaning chum. Besides this there is a mystery 
and a problem for Blake. An old ship comes to light as storm and currents shift local 
sandbars and the small treasure Susie helps to find brings enough for Blake to buy a 
coveted sailboat irascible Mr. Schenley had wanted for himself. Light and perhaps despite 
the title more Blake's story than Susie's, but appealing.

* A spanking mystery sets up its plot on a Maine coast island, Osprey, and fol- 
lows breathlessly along after the doings of ten year old Charlie Porter and his good 
friend Mrs. Wappinger, who is far younger in mind than body. When the Porters arrive 
on Osprey island for their summer vacation, Charlie, who is a naturalist, takes some 
frogs to Mrs. Wappinger so she can use them as models for the woodland scenes she is 
painting on her kitchen walls. Then she invites him to tea where their mutual desires 
for treasure hunting soon manifest themselves. Mrs. Wappinger's are more well founded 
than Charlie's. She has reason to believe that her ancestor, Roger Osprey, who had 
mysterious dealings with an Englishman in 1775, left more behind than was supposed and 
she sets the eager Charlie to digging. Their findings are more than satisfying. Be- 
sides the material rewards there is much to be had from the literate way in which the 
book is written and the depths to which it explores its colorful characters. Drawings 
are by Beth and Joe Krush.

EIGHT TO ELEVEN- NON-FICTION 


Selsam, Millicent Harper 
SEE THROUGH THE FOREST $2.50 


By the author of many science books for this age group (among them See Through 
The Sea, a companion volume to this) this reconstructs the forest, layer by layer, to 
give a good cross section of the woods. From the spongy soil beneath the carpet of 
leaves- the forest "basement"- to the leaf tops and the sky where the hawk nests, each 
region is described as to its flora and fauna. There are the burrowing moles, the leaf 
bugs, the squirrels and jays. And between each stratum and its seasonal activity there a 
is not only a valuable emphasis on the organisms which move from layer to layer but on 
the whole interrelation of forest life. Woodland pictures and diagrams in three colors 
by Winifred Lubell.

Ripper, Charles L. Morrow

* Another excellent nature study by the author-artist of Bats takes up its topic 
in a gratifyingly straightforward manner and illustrates it with wonderfully precise 
drawings. Proceeding from general to specific points, the characteristics- beaks, eyes, 
speed, wing formation, talons etc.- are described for the species and then for the three 
main types:- accipiters, falcons and buteos. The particular ways each hawk has, of flying, 
hunting and raising its young, are given along with interesting references to hawk rela- 
tives such as the eagle and the vulture. (Publ. LC: 56-5759) 





Syme, Ronald Morrow 
BALBOA, FINDER OF THE PACIFIC $2.50 


Mr. Syme's latest in his series of biographies of famous explorers and settlers 
recreates Balboa's life in the familiar succinct manner that deftly captures much of the 
urgency and drama as well as personal elements that marked the events. Placing Balboa's 
particular role in the opening of America in a clearly indicated continuum, Mr. Syme sets 
the stage with the first Columbus voyages and the particular combination of motives- for 
riches and for progress- in Balboa which caused him to go to the new world too.

The Man With The Golden Arm (1949- and currently making its appearance in 
moving pictures) proved Algren's pitying, pinpoint view of a lower depths of society; 
this encompasses Storyville - the "wild side" of New Orleans- and the wild boys who 
drift to it. Fitz Linkhorn was a wild boy in his time and now spouts the Bible for 
delighted hecklers in Arroyo, Texas; his son, Byron, is his sharpest critic, while his 
other son, Dove, barefoot and hulking, is driven to try other horizons. There's Tera- 
sina, whose penitence is shattered by her sympathy; there are the trains and the shite 
towns; there is Kitty Twist and her young knowledge of lawlessness - this is the route 
that takes him to Old Perdido Street. Some shady selling jobs, life in the whorehouses, 
work with a specialized condom maker, panders and pimps, hustlers and ponces, Dove as 
a stud bum for a brother peepshow - and Dove, ruined by the vengeance of a legless 
cripple, returns home - another wild boy who has known the jungles of the depression.

A young Navy doctor has put down his personal professional experiences in the 
refugee camps through which over 600,000 people made the "passage to freedom", from 
Communist held Northern Viet Nam en route to Saigon, following Dien Bien Phu and Indo- 
China partition. Dr. Dooley combines his description of the state of the refugees- so 
often the victims of terrible poetic injustice in the form of Communist atrocities (the 
teacher deprived of his tongue, the students of their ears)- with a description of the 
total situation. With the Haiphong area gradually reduced until by treaty arrangement 
it was to become Communist ground in May 1955, the medico and his staff found increasing 
difficulties. They managed to see off a statue of the Lady of Fatima and the wonderful 
Tonkinese mother of a thousand often-transported orphans to the comparative safety of 
Saigon. The doctor was impressed with the nobility of his charges and tells of brave 
flights to freedom, noting that most fled to practise their religion, Catholicism. His 
private public relations campaign for America took the line that this was American Aid 
sent through the American Navy; he won friends by learning Vietnamese and by service. 
He believes that America has in its military services a ready-made public relations 
force. While the expression of personal gratitude is frequent, it lends a folksy qual- a 
ity and does not intrude too much.

A broad, sound survey of sexual expression and developmental psychology covers a 
many of the instances from early childhood to marriage in which sex enters the picture 
and offers directives for making the best of these opportunities to promote healthy sexual 
attitudes. From the first a positive approach is stressed; if children don't bring up the 
topic at home, parents should do so themselves within as natural a context as possible. 
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Material on first curiosity, a proper degree of modesty, adolescence, menstruation, 
masturbation, the development of love-sex feelings at various stages, personality 
problems (becoming the "right" person) and the relativity of sexual freedom- is frank- 
ly discussed and documented by case histories and typical examples of ways in which 
parents and children can be more open with each other.

As closely as documents and records permit, this follows Mussolini's last 
months (from 1943 to 1945)- when impotent and irresolute- he turned back in memory to 
the 2arly years of power, looked forward to seeking absolution in the eyes of history. 
Knowing that he was now only Hitler's "“gauleiter” and unequal to the demands he would 
impose, Mussolini saw the disintegration of the party and the regime in Italy, had 
its confirmation when the Grand Council returned a vote of no confidence. Arrested 
and imprisoned (although he took no precautions against this); he was rescued by 
Skorzeny on Hitler's orders and he attempted to reassert his authority in the trial 
at Verona against those who had betrayed him- including Ciano who was executed in 
spite of Edda's intercession. This did not stay the revolution which followed, nor 
his own flight to Dongo where he was to die- and hang in public- with Clara, the 
woman he loved during the last years. The papers which he had with him, including 
his diary for posterity- "That the Italians May Know"- and his cache of gold and 
foreign currencies are still missing.... For the record, and for future reference, 
an important postlude to the story of Mussolini's dictatorship; the Ciano diaries 
might indicate the availability of a more general audience.

A further study of the organization of American society, (by a Columbia 
professor, author of White Collar, etc.) grapples with the nature of power, the routes 
of its bestowal and the minds of the men who wield it. Associate Professor Mills 
posits that the major institutions in modern society are its means to power and that 
the men managing them have more power over more people today than ever before. He 
presents an interlocking directorate of economic, political and military institutions 
to which religious, educational and familial associations are secondary as the 
controlling and commanding group in our society. He sees the power elite as increas- 
ingly unified; the middle levels as drifting in a stalemate of conflicting interests; 
the lower levels politically fragmented and becoming a mass society. His consideration 
of the elements of this organization includes the celebrities whose power lies in 
ability to distract; the members of high society; the chief executives and the cor- 
porate rich; the warlords and their ascendency; the politicians or men who have at- 
tained leadership from business and military fields; the potential balance-wheel of 
intellectuals who have regressed to an inactive conservative mood; mass society as 
pawn. The indictment of his analysis rests on the indication that the men in power 
are neither representative nor chosen for ability or virtue but for their success in 
persuading their superiors that their own qualities are similar. A provocative study 
which should be election year reading for independents.

THE CURRENT CRISIS IN ARGENTINA $2.75 


Mr. Whitaker's former book The United States and Argentina (Harvard, 1954) out- 
lined much of the historical background of political, economic and social Argentina which 
formed that country's modern personality and geared its interactions with North Americans. 
Looking now to more recent events, he tightens and clarifies his analyses and makes a study 
of political, economic and military factors of prime interest to anyone concerned with the 
problems of Argentina- or Latin America as a whole. There is a step by step treatment of 
the events from June to September of 1955 leading to Peron's downfall. Discussions of the 
rift with the church (which went back to 1950), the military's displeasure with required 
courses in Peronismo, and Peron's own rising passions are elements that form a well round- 
ed view of inevitable yet particular reaction, one aspect of which was to end a 70 year 
domination of Argentina by Buenos Aires. The regimes of Lonardi and Aramburu are closely 
scanned. With the exception of their differences over "reactionaries", both seem to have 
the interests of democracy at heart and it is with the patterns they are forming that the 
U.S. must deal. Questions such as investment versus foreign aid, a policy of non-inter- 
vention when some sort of intervention seems inevitable, the difficulties inherent in 
trying to make military pacts compatible with promoting democracy- all have their impor- 
tance and highly effective results, whichever way they are handled. A general, informed 
survey (with chronology and appendixed documents) this offers directives in its insight 
to mistakes on both sides.

* This is a valuable addition to the appraisals of what is happening in Russia 
today. While recognizing the impossibility of acquiring accurate information behind the 
Iron Curtain, Dallin - with nine books to his credit- is in a position to interpret the 
available material and to build on his understanding of what has been. In part, this is 
a revision of The Real Soviet Russia (1944 and 1947). In the interim his Soviet Russia 
and the Far East (1948), The Rise of Russia in Asia ('h9), The New Soviet Empire ('51) 
and Soviet Espionage ('55) have given his readers evidence of his preoccupation with the 
subject. Cogent, scholarly, in so far as possible definitive (his long range conclusions 
have stood the test of time), these texts provide a rounded portrait. Now in this new 
volume he analyzes the significance of vital factors:- the rising tide of antagonism to 
the West; Russia's role in the upheaval in China, in the Korean War; the conflict with 
Yugoslavia, with Iran, Turkey, etc.; the advance in rearmament, not only of Russia but 
her satellites; the nuclear weapon program - all developments since the death of Stalin 
saw a shift in top echelons and state policy. He studies the new social structure in 
Russia- and in conclusion feels that in the rise and future of the new intelligensia lies 
the germ of another ultimate revolution. He assesses the foreign policy with the main 
issues Germany, China, Yugoslavia and the Near and Middle East. He explores the devious 
path of the policy toward religion. Soviet power has expanded immensely, while the Com- 
munist movement elsewhere has declined. But in the ascendancy of Krushchev, the appoint- 
ment to the premiership of Bulganin, the eclipse of Malenkov, he views with alarm the 
termination of a temporary relaxation, the intensification of the anti-Western program 
in Asia and the Near East. As an overall review this is important.

A pleasant, unassuming autobiography which might well be used instead of the 
book of service etiquette (Army Wife, Airforce Wife etc. by Nancy Shea) to give aspirants 
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in the Service an introduction to what it is like. Maurine Clark tells her story 
with due restraint and modesty, with a keen sense of the humorous side of life - and 
her own mishaps, with devotion to her husband, his role in the Army, and the family 
obligations. The reader accompanies the Clarks on what is a fairly consistent up- 
ward march, with few setbacks- and those of a personal nature. One shares the heart- 
ache of separation- though the aura of fear is played down. This emerges as perhaps 
first of all a good Army family story, with the whole of the United States as the 
stage. Secondarily, it is General Clark's own story, as reflected by his wife, with 
second sight of necessity substituted for the first hand record of his own two books, 
Calculated Risk and From the Danube to the Yalu. Then it goes beyond the scope of 
these war experiences to include the period of occupation in Austria, with the family 
in residence, and occupation in Japan, where Mrs. Clark helped to launch some of the 
rehabilitation program that has helped put Japan back on its feet. One gets at the 
end a sense of General Clark's restiveness in carrying out policies with which he 

was unsympathetic in the Korean armistice, but in the main this is not to be regarded

A history of the Gestapo has been based largely on the evidence of the 
Nuremberg Trials, and though a study of the men who shared with Hitler in its ugly 
hegemony and the techniques of terror they perfected, it is also an attempt to show 
that the Gestapo is not to be isolated as a scapegoat for the acts it committed. It 
is impossible to disassociate the Gestapo from the Wehrmacht- or from the German 
people who must finally be answerable for its actions. Crankshaw, a clear, cold, ef- 
ficient analyst, traces the conquest of police power and the pattern of terror it 
developed, the men- from young toughs to gentlemen thugs- who officiated, its leaders- 
Himmler and Heydrich, Goering and Diels, its widening sphere of activity from within 
Germany to Poland and Western Russia, and finally the dossier of mass murder it 
compiled. Crankshaw's book, which is not only important as a document, is also a re- 
buttal to the apologists for Germany today, and a warning.

Thackeray- postponed and then, apparently ignored; Defoe, Richardson, Fielding, 
Smollett, Sterne- read before American young people would have. heard of them (except 
for Robinson Crusoe); humor and fantasy failing to touch her; poetry taken in odd 
gulps. The balance of the book has moments of interest- glimpses of contemporary 
authors, but glimpses only; something of single book writers- again with only rare 
recognition this side the water. The most interesting chapters deals with matters 
of censorship, The Well of Loneliness case, etce A very special market, and, I 
should think, a very limited one.

the ability to weigh values and the ability to fool the enemy are important, far more stress 








is placed on abstracts like faith, loyalty, steadfastness of purpose. In sum, the book seems 
& tar better preparation for what to expect in a brainwashing than a prescription for defense- 
which must include something far deeper than an immediate call to convictions and wiles as 
well as a finer appreciation of the telling effects of extreme pain and possible death. How- 
ever, gear prospects for this to the obvious current reader interest.

THEDESTINY OF THE MIND $6.50 


This is a scholarly and distinguished analysis - not to say dissection- of 
the differences between the mind of the West and East. The author, born and educated 
in Germany, spent many fruitful years in Iran as Minister of Education. The discussion 
is maintained on the highest level of philosophy and psychology. It is no mere dis- 
cussion of differing social institutions. Its purport is to describe the differences 
in basic structure of thinking. To this end he has evolved ingenious devices and 
phrases. To the West he assigns the role of reason, to the East of consciousness. 

The prime functioning of the mind of the West is a duality between subject and object; 
of the East, the absorption of the Other into the Self. This makes for mobility of 
forms in the West - hence the restlessness. The East, concerned with non-essential- 
ity of objects sees change of small value. These distinctions give but an inkling 
of the superb and illuminating insight into the subtle structure of both Western and 
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Eastern thought. Aside from a Teutonic stiffness of presentation, the chief fault is that 
the book does not live up to the title. The author gives no hint of the ultimate synthe- 
sis or transcendence of the two systems. This is a disappointment, but nonetheless the 
argument itself is interesting and provocative, for philosophers, scholars, students of 
civilization to whom Hegel, Nietzsche and Spengler are familiar figures.
